Roberto Del Rios, Deputy Director, shared with the 
Board statistical information on the programs 
throughout our ASPIRA centers. See attached report. 


There was some discussion as to whether ASPIRA should 
consider switching schools in Jersey City. Presently, 
ASPIRA services 


Ferris High School, however, only 33% of the caseload 
is Puerto Rican. A needs assessment should be 
conducted to determine if either Dickinson High School 
or Lincoln High School in Jersey City has larger Puerto 
Rican populations. 


The fiscal report was made by Carmen Sanchez, Fiscal 
Officer. Ms. Sanchez presented prepared statements in 
response to the audit findings conducted by Sol Masch. 
Attached is the Fiscal Officer's report. 


carmen Nazario, Office Administrator, provided the 
Special Events report. Ms. Nazario discussed the 
upcoming Annual Luncheon scheduled for March 3, 1993 at 
the Robert Treat Hotel in Newark. She indicated that 
85 tickets were sold. Staff will be calling previous 
supporters of the luncheon. Ms. Nazario also informed 
the board that the ad journal was almost complete and 
would be forwarded to the printer by February 19. 
Attached is the Special Events Report. 


Fernando Fuentes, Executive Director, thanked the staff 
for their reports. He also informed the board that he

Chairperson's Report

the size of the board, developing specific expertise 


and student representation. A decision was made to 
increase the board's size by adding four at-large 
positions. 


Student representation was discussed with respect to 
age. The student representatives on the Puerto Rican 
Associates board must be 21 years old or older, causing 
some concerns for the Association. More often than not 
ASPIRA of Puerto Rico's Board does not include student 
representation. ASPIRA of New York was again asked to 


the Association and keep the ASPIRA Name. They contend 
that since they were the founding Associate they should 
have certain rights and privileges.
